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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-13, drawn to a method of making RNA template having a 
selected affinity to a target, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

II. Claims 14-16, drawn to a device for making replicatable RNA template, 
and a kit comprising the same elements classified in class 435, subclass 
283.1. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 

inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus may be used in a materially different process. 
The apparatus requires a means for applying a selection which is defined in the 
specification as preferably a fixed medium and a means for separating. This apparatus 
may consist of a column for chromatography, a nitrocellulose membrane or a gel. Each 
of these devices may be used in materially different processes including purification, 
isolation, storage, mutation detection, hybridization or amplification methods. 
Therefore, the device and the process are patentably distinct inventions. 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by the different classifications and their 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
